The Chairman of the Chamber of Com- 
mares suggestad, on 8th July last, ‘that ad- 
vantage should ba taken of the presence in 
thia Colony of tho Inspector-Goneral of tho 
Imperial Chinese Maritime Customs to as- 
certain whether he was willing to onter 
into negociations with this Government ‘on 
as good if not botter basis than his former 
proposal.’

The Chineso Government would‘under- 
take the maintenance of the Light, if this 
Gorerament would keep up communication 
with the Lighthouse for the purpose of 
supplying stores, de. : 

There are no funds available at the pro- 
sent moment to apply to the construction of 
this Lighthouse, as the Colony is engaged 
already in severa! works of great magnitude.’ 
The utility of o Lighthouse at Gap Rook 
has boon generally recognised for some 
yeara past, and as soon as tho Finanoos of 
the Colony will admit of any. money being 
applied to that purpose, the project will be 
taken into serious consideration -by the 
Governmont. :
